survivors o£ the ill-fated 
ship Marpesia, which was wrecked at 
sea on Christmas Day by an explosion 
of naphtha, resulting in the death of 
eleven members of her crew, arrived 
here to-day on the steamer Trinidad 
from Betmuda. 


They had been rescued by the Danish 


steamer Gallia, which happened by Just 
at the moment uhen the Marpesia was 
blown into a shapeless mass and the 
seven men who survived •'the shock 
\\ere taken from the sea, where they 
had soug-ht the only refuge that re- 
mained to them after the explosion. 
They were landed at Bermuda by the 
Gallia, which was found from Hamburg: 
for Savannah. 


The Marpesia sailed from New York 


for Cette, France, on r>ecember 9 with 
a cargo of naphtha and had been o'ut 
only a day or two when her troubles 
began. 
One gale succeeded another 


but all were weathered safely and 
without much damage until December 
17. On that day the ship was battered 
and knocked about in a merciless man- 


ner.

TO SETTLE WATER QUESTION

Favors Municipal Ownership and Says City Without Competition 


Caui Make Success of Business-Invites a Proposal From Contra 
Costa Water Company-Declares Competition Would Destroy 
City's Plant as Well as Competitor-Declares Against Bay Cities 


Councilman John L. Howard last | 


night delivered himself of a masterly | 
address on the water question, analjz- 
ing the present conditions ^ ith keen 
Judgment and showing without preju- 
dice or passion the exact condition 
Oakland is confronting. 


The address was not an attack upon 


the Bay Cities scheme nor was it laud- 
atory of the Contra Costa "Water Com- 
pany. Councilman Howard took rather 
a middle course with the hope o£ avert- 
ing a struggle which he predicts will 
come near bankrupting the city. 


Mr. Howard dealt 
In facts and fig- 


ures which were pronounced by Presi- 
dent Dornln and others unanswerable. 
In the opinion of many the address 
was the most profound exposition of 
the water question since municipal 
ownership has been agitated. 


The first conclusion drawn by Coun- 


cilman Howard is that some of the 
people of this community demand mu- 
nicipal ownership He n*xt claimed by 
figures that without competition the 
gity would make money, being able to 
serve its patrons wita water at a cost 
of about 7 cents per 1000 gallons as 
compared with 14 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons now. 


His next set of figures show that if 


the Contra Costa Water Company and 
the City of Oakland engage in the 
business of supplying ene people of 
Oakland with water that both concerns 
will lose money. He estimates the Con- 
tra Costa Water Company would lose 
$149,000 a year as against a loss of 
$82,000 on the city's part. 


The next conclusion arrived -at by 


the speaker was that if the City of 
Oakland -was to be a success as an 
owner of a water plant tnat it could 
only do so by having exclusive control 
of the field and to get that exclusive con- 
trol the only way. was to buy the Con- 
tra Costa "Water plant, which would 
be submitted to a board of arbitration 
for appraisement. 


Councilman Howard stated he was in 


favor of giving the Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company 48 or 7-2 hours to answer. 
There was no action taken on Mr. 
Howard's suggestions but there will 
be probably at the next meeting of the 
Council. 


HOWARD'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Howard's speech is as follows: 
"In the discussion of the water ques- 


tion the Council has reached a point 
•where U seems necessary and advis- 
able that those members who have 
given serious thought to the problem 
should state their convictions and the 
reasons that underlie those convictions. 


"The 
community is approaching a 


situation which in more senses than 
one may be so grave as to call for the 
present exercise of the coolest judg- 
ment and of the'best business discre- 
tion. 


"Passion, prejudice and thoughtless 


enthusiasm should be put aside In the 
presence of this question, and there 
should be substituted a careful anal- 
ysis of conditions and a thoughtful 
study of consequences, to the end that 
whatever steps, may be taken shall 
prove of lasting benefit to the city, 
and not a source of perpetual regret. 


LOOK BEFOR£ LEAPING. 


"The results attending 
municipal 


administration in this country should 
make us hesitate before plunging into 
the public ownership of utilities, but 
Tinder the conditions that have existed 
and that do exist, it is very apparent 
that this city should own and operate 
Its own water plant. 
"This not merely that the citizens 
might realize their expectations In re- 
spect of lower costs for water, but 
also because of other considerations 
that are more vital and more impor- 
tant to the well being of the commu- 
nity. 
' "Lest the lapse of time and the rap- 


! Id multiplication of events may have 


obscured the facts, it may not be 
amiss to rehearse some of the causes 
that have produced the present unfor- 
tunate complications. 


CAUSE OF TROUBLE. 


The State constitution of 1S79 im- 


poses 
upon 
Municipal 
Legislative 
Boards the duty of annually fixing the 
rates and the revenue tiiat shall be en- 
Joyed by private water companies. 
"This measure, well 
intended for 


the 
protection 
of 
communities, 
is 


found in its execution to be full of 
difficulties, and this statement can be 
appreciated best by those who have 
conscientiously striven to perform the 
duty. 


"The first step in this process is the 


establishment of the value of the plant 
used to supoly the water, and to do 
this men from ordinary business and 
professional life, and 
some 
utterly

"Passing the second step, that of

upon data furnished by the water 
companies, and It is practically Im- 
possible for any municipal government

"These are some of the complexities 


that lie at the bottom of this annually 
recurring problem that has never yet, 
and under present conditions, never 
will be solved to the satisfaction of 
the parties in interest. 


DEMANDS PEACE. 


The 
State 
Constitution 
and the 


practical operation of its provisions 
has begotten such strife between pri- 
vate water companies and communi- 
ties, that municipal ownership with all 
its expected evils of administration is 
the only condition in which the de- 
mand for public peace may find sat- 
isfaction. 


"The Oakland City Council that was 


elected in 1899 reduced the rates that 
had been allowed to and enjoyed by 
the Contra Costa Water Company. 
"This was in obedience to pledges 


previously made by its members, and 
in conformity ito what they regarded 
as a popular demand for lelief from 
excessive rates. 
"In the light of subsequent events 


the steps taken by that Council seem 
not to have been well considered by it. 


COSTLY LITIGATION. 


"This act resulted In an injunction, 
and 
later 
in protracted 
litigation, 


which to this date has cost the tax- 
payers of Oakland for legal expenses 
the sum of $J3,02S.lo. 
Furthermore the costs incurred by 


the Contra Costa Water 
Company, 


charged in their annual expense ac- 
count, and therefore paid by the water 
consumers of Oakland, amounted at 
November 30 1904 to the sum ot 
$150,000. 
"It should be distinctly remembered 


that the decision in this case when 
finally rendered is applicable only to 
the rates for the year 1800, the year 
in which the suit was instituted, and 
neither the decision of the loner court 
nor that of the upper court when ren- 
dered, even if the latter shall be ad- 
veise to the city, will impose any ob- 
ligation upon the City Council except- 
ing as to rates for the year 1900. 


WATER FIGHT STARTS.

people of Oakland did not re- 


ceive with favor the judgment render- 
ed in this case, but the Council elect- 
ted in 1901. and which under skillful

to bring these two corporations to 
agree upon an arrangement of barter 
and sale, a fact that considering the 
consequences that are certain to fol- 


pay the amount ot the judgment? 
"In the opinion of the water com- 
pany and its advisors this may have 
been the safest reply to the Invitation, 
but it Is one that the city officials 
should not entertain. 


PROPOSITION FEASIBLE.

"Driven to bay and'fighting for Its 
life, the Water Company will be forced 
again Into politic* with all the' evil 
consequences that usually follow such

Costa Company as to the valuation 
of its pUnt, nor as to the method of 
determining that value, but for moie 
than thri«e years the work on differ- 
ent committees has compelled m« to 
study the water question In its various 
aspects, j.nd my original conclusion has 
been unflinchingly adhered to. 


SUGGESTS SOLUTION. 


The city of Oakland has been trl- 


i fling with the question of a water 
supply for more than thirty years, and 
with a rare want of foresight, unill 
valuable water-sheds that are natu- 
rally tributary to this city have 
absorbed in the Interest of a neighbor- 
Ing population. 
"The 
necessity 
for 
fighting 
the 


matter to a finish was as apparent in 
1900 as it is today, and yet since that 
date thi« community has been taxisd 
more than $200,000x for the litigation 
costs of two suits. ' 
"In one; the issue Is long since dead, 
and no one may tell when a determin- 
ation will be reached in the other, 
"Rival water companies actuated by- 
motives of policy have engaged 
th<> 


services of reputable attorneys who 
stand hiifh in local esteem, to use pen, 
speech and influence with members of 
the government and with the commun- 
ity in favor of their clients. 


"At present the arena is the Council

It promises 
soon to

transferied to the polls, and.there we 
are likely to witness the struggle be- 
tween two corporations, the one to 
promote, and the other to defeat «, 
project. 


HAS BEST SUPPLY. 


"It Is undeniable that the Contra. 


Costa Water Company possesses our 
m<«-t immediate source of supply. 
"Regardless of its capacity or its 
value, it is an existing system, and I 
hold it to be the clear duty of the City 
of •'Oakland to 
acquire it, this

merely as a commercial venture, but 
as an investment for public peace. 


"The :=ense of this government and 
of this community is against the con- 
fiscation of that property. 
"It will not tolerate the use of the 
greater power of the city to ruin that 
property in order that It may be pur- 
chased at a sacrifice.

"The community is determined to 


own its own water plant, and it is ti« 
clear duty of the management of the 
Contra Costa Water Company to read 
the handwriting on the wall, and in 
the interest of that company, as well 
as in the interests of peace, to co'ne 
sume the risk of tying up the city's to a clear and unequivocal understand- 
partial payments to the extent of per- 
haps 75 per cent of $3,750,000 await- 
ing the problematical issue of litiga- 
tion which the Bay Cities Company's 
attorney Is frank enough to say he 
expects.

THE TRUE SPIRIT.

Elliot—Did you see anything in the 


communication of the Contra Costta 
Water Company in response to our re- 
quest for it to place a value on its 
plant?

encouraged you? 


How, ard—No. 
'Elliot—Is there any indication that 


the Contra Costa Wate 
Company is 


sufficiently licked to submit to arbitra- 
tion? 


HOWARD'S REPLY. 


Howard—I will not allow you to 


put questions and words into my 
mouth. I think that the people wish to 
buy the Contra Costa Water plant. 
There are different conditions existing 
now than when arbitration uas tried 
'betore. ^.l think that all parties will be 


•* more amenable to reason. 
*' 


Elliot—Have 
you 
any 
indication 
that the Contra Costa Water Company 
will agree to arbitration? Have they 
ever told you that they would agree 
to arbitration? What guarantee have 
you that they will be willing to sub- 
mit to arbit-ation? 


Howard—1 have no assurances of the 


kind and do not know that they would. 
I know that If I were in their position 
I would be very anxious to sell to the 
city. 
I would give them forty-eight 


hours in which to make an answer, so 
that the resolutions we have now In 
hand relative to the Bay Cities Com- 
pany would not be delayed. 


Elliot—You wish us to change our 


position nov, after the resolutions have 
been introduced? You wish us now to 
wave the white flag which in my opin- 
ion Is very dangerous at the present 
time? 


Howard—I was elected to spend the 


money of the people In a manner that 
appeared to me best. In this case, my 
suggestions are made for the good of 
the city. It is easy inough to spend 
other people's money and be brave 
about It, but any common sense busi- 
ness man who is spending his own 
money knows that there Is only one 
way to solve the water question, and 
that Is to purchase the plant already in 
existence and not buy a lot of law suits. 


Dorntn—3Md you have any particu- 


lar resolution, Mr. Howard, you wished 
to offer? 


Howard—No. 
Dornin—You mentioned forty-eight 
hours. 


Howard—I meant by that to give 


them a reasonable time In which to 
'reply. 


Cuvelliei—The rock on which tve 
split before was equities.

FITZGERALD'S OFFER. 


Attorney Fitzgerald for the Bay Ci- 


ties—We are willing to pay the cost 
of the entire bond election. We have 
no desire, however, to block any of the 
proposals of the Contra Costa Water

Elliot—I do not like the showing of 
the white flag at this time. Howard 
would not stand for it in private busi- 
ness. I for one am opposed to granting 
the Contra Costa Water Company an- 
other hearing.

Among them was 
one from Senator Perkins bearing date 
of January 3d, which had been ad- 
dressed to Knight's office in San Fran- 
cisco. This letter immediately brought 
the smiles to Knight's face, but it was 
only after consultation with his sup- 
porters that he decided to make the 
most interesting portion o£ it public.

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Reappointment of Collector Stratton 


President Roosevelt's policy of retaining upright and capable offi- 


cials in the public service has been again illustrated in the reappoint- 
ment of Hon. Frederick S. Stratton as Collector of the Port of San 
Francisco. It was an honor as richly deserved as it was freely tender- 
ed. 


It speaks volumes for Mr. Stratton's administration that the mer- 


cantile community of San Francisco was a unit in desiring his reap- 
.pomtment. The importers were unanimous in asking his retention. 


Nor was there any serious objection to Mr. Stratton in political 


circles. Senators Perkins and Bard jointly recommended his reten- 
tion at the head of the Custom House and the Republican Congress- 
men from this State were in entire accord with them on this point. 


Mr. Stratton is admitted to be the most popular Collector, both 


with subordinates and importers, that San Francisco has ever had. 
One reason is that he has treated all fairly and courte ouslyt alike. It 
has been his policy to facilitate the transaction of business and to re- 
lieve importers of as many of the delays and annoyances of getting 
goods out of bond as possible. 


To subordinates he has been uniformly kind and considerate. 
He 


.has enforced the Civil Service law in accordance with its true spirit, 
and thus while disappointing politicians has retained their respect and 
good will. Subordinates under Civil Service have felt secure in their 
positions because they were sure the law would not be juggled nor any 
unfair advantage taken to procure their dismissal. 


In short, Mr. Stratton has proved himself a model public officer, 


and his reappointment is a testimony to the sincerity of the President's 
professed desire to promote the good of the service and is at the same 
time an evidence of Mr. Roosevelt's ready appreciation of what consti- 
tutes a first-class official record. Both the President and Mir. Stratton 
are to be congratulated, likewise the merchants of San Francisco, who 
have been assured of a continuance of a local administration of cus- 
toms entirely to their liking. 


Stoessel and Miles. 


We find this bit of what Josh Billings would call "sarkasum" in 


the Bakersfield Californian: 


"Our esteemed contemporary, the OAKLAND TRIBUNE, is giv- 


ing a good deal of sympathy to General Stoessel because of the ingrati- 
tude of princes. But if we remember rightly, the Oakland paper had 
nothing but harsh words for Miles when that distinguished general was 
bowled out by the President. But in the case of the Russian it is a 
question of justice, and with Miles it was probably a matter of politics. 
And there is a lot of difference between the two." 


The humor of the above is in the fact that the President never 


"bowled over" General Miles. That officer served as the titular Com- 
mander-in-chief of the army till his retirement was compelled by law. 
Miles had been constantly endeavoring to make political capital 
against the administration of McKmley and Roosevelt, but neither 
President McKmley nor President Roosevelt did anything against him 
further than to reduce his power for mischief to as small a compass as 
possible. Miles went on a self-appointed tour of inspection to the 
Ph'lippines purposely to obtain a pretext for throwing mud at the 
administration, and the policy pursued by the Government since the 
acquisition of the islands, but he was not forbidden to go nor was he 
rebuked for the report he made. 
Furthermore, Miles has no mili- 


tary exploit to his credit comparable to the defense of Port Arthur. 
He is inspector general of the Massachusetts militia and the place 
fits his talents and character. Nobody ever thought enough of Miles 
to bother-about giving him a kick even.

Both Senators 
and the Congressman are dignitaries of the church, so is the Governor, 
the Judges of the Supreme Court and all other principal officers of the

The Mormon hierarchy is now supreme, and is entrenched be- 


hind State sovereignty in a way to make it difficult for the priesthood 
to be dislodged from political power. The Senators are merely emis- 
saries of the Mormon priesthood, the Governor and judges are the 
creatures of the same theocratic cabal. To all intents and purposes 
the government of Utah is a theocracy such as Bngham Young plan- 
ned .

ABUSE OF PUBLIC MEN. 


THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE protests against the perennial prac- 


tice of many newspapers of abusing the Legislature and accusing mem- 
bers of wanton venality. The protest is timely but it will go unheeded. 
The newspapers referred to would forfeit their stock in trade if they 
abandoned their indiscriminate abuse of public men. Our contemporary 
observes that it is no wonder that members of the Legislature have 
come to look with contempt on newspaper criticism. 
But that is 


not the worst of the results. Men of character and fine sensibility will 
not enter public life when they are forewarned that they will be lam- 
pooned, belied and covered with calumny. The leisure of private life 
is preferable, they maintain, to a public career where, whatever they 
do, their motives will be impugned and their personal honor publicly 
challenged without recourse. The public service is thus deprived of a 
valuable portion of the State's citizenship. 
The public service ie 


bound to deteriorate under this unfortunate condition. 


No one would limit the free right of criticism but criticism ought 


to be just as well as free. As for the present Legislature there is no 
reason to suspect that it will prove better or worse than the average of 
its predecessors.

Council, the protest of property own- 
ers against the assessment for the 
Thirty-sixth street sewer was over- 
ruled on the ground that the prot -ts 
had not been made in time as to the 
area.

wanted a reduction. 


Town Engineer E. L». Huggins rep- 


resented himself In a speech before the 
board. lie said that at the time that 
the present ordinance was adopted It. 
: was modeled after that of Oakland, 
with a reduction of 15 per cent from 
its original,

-"In Oakland," said Mr. Huggins, "the 


engineer gets in addition a salary 
of $500 for the work done for the city 
and is pa'd fees for rescinded work. 
Although I understand that it Is my 
right to collect fees tor rescinded work. 
I have never done so. I have only got 
f.ees for work that has 'been consu- 
mated by the board. As regards the 
Income of my office I might say that 
it was very small for several -years. 
Some months it did not pay expenses. 


"Last year the total receipts of'the 


office were .$15,000 and the expenses 


. $4000. But last year was an exception- 
al.year. Most of'the fees came from 
street work. Now most of the streets 
are macadamized and practically all 
are sewered. So the receipts will not 
be so large in the future..

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MANY BENEFITS SOUGHT 


IN LEGISLATION. 


Practical Results Sought in All the 


Bills Introduced By Men 


From Alameda County. 


SACRAMENTO, January 10.—There 


"was -a rush of bills in both houses o£ 
the Legislature yesterday and the end 
is not yet. The record in this respect 
was that of last year, when in the 
Assembly alone 200 bills were flled. 
Yesterday 177 were introduced in the 
House and 145 in tile , Senate. 
The 


number would have been greater in 
each place had not the session been 
shortened by the meeting of the Elec- 
toral College. In the lower house, the 
record as to speed was established, 
166 bills having been read and referred 
in 55 minutes. 


The first bill in the Senate for the 


session was introduced 
by 
Senator 


Leayitt of Oakland. 
It was subse- 


quently rushed to the House. It pro- 
vided for the expenses of the Electoral 
College. 


In this correspondence, from time to 


time since the reopening of the ses- 
sion, the substance of the bills fath- 
ered by the Alameda County delegation 
has appeared. 
It will be necessary, 


therefore, now to refer to only a few 
new.ones which were among those in- 
troduced yesterday, 
the 
purpose of 


which is not apparent in the published 
title of the same. 


CONSTABLES. 


'One of the bills sent in by Senator 


Mattos, aims to make constables do 
the work they are paid to perform and 
thus save the county a double expense. 
It Is a well known 'fact, the Senator 
says, that constables, since they have 
been allowed salaries, do the least pos- 
sible' work for the compensation they 
receive, knowing that their salary Is 
secure. That was not the case when 
the fee system obtained. Then, con- 
stables hustled and sometimes their 
zeal exceeded'their discretion. 
Is'ow, 


they stand aside in some instances and 
allow other officers to do criminal work 
for them and these latter charge it 
up as an expense against and are paid 
by the county. The Mattos bill pro- 
vides that in no case shall the fees of 
a city justice, town or city recorder, 
city or town marshal, for services in 
criminal actions be charged to the 
county. 


Another measure provides for the de- 


troduce a number .of measures, several 
of which will have the University of 
California in mind. 


OAKLAND JUSTICE SALARIES. ' 


Three bills were Introduced by Senator 
Leavitt, one of which seeks-to govern 
corporation proxies. It provides that, 
by stipulation, proxies may have a-life 
of five years, but in the absence of. 
stipulation, the proxies expire within 
eleven months. The other bills provide' 
for a raise of salaries of city justices 
to ?200. a month. They are the same ,as 
those introduced .in the Assembly by 
Mr. Burke and affect Judges Smith 
and Samuels of Oakland and counties 
of the one and one-half and second 
class counties. 


. MOVE FOR JIM BARBER. 


Assemblyman Bates' first bill this 


session aims to give County Tax Col- 
lector Barber all the'.clerical force he 
requires for .'the rapid ' despatch of 
business in his office at considerable 
expense to himself, 
to hire special 


clerks to enable tax-payers to pay their 
taxes without waiting in the office an 
unreasonable length of time. This is 
an extreme to which the people do ' 
not expect any official to go and it Is 
thought that little difficulty will be 
experienced in securing- rtie necessary 
relief. 


The bills introduced by Assembly- 


man Bliss are Intended for the relief 
of the'Industrial Home for the Blind 
at Oakland, the needs of which were 
set forth in this correspondence several 
days ago. 


Assemblyman .Walsh introduced no 


bills yesterday. 


GRIFFITHS AND WESTERN 


PACIFIC. 


Thus far no positive appearance has 


been made on the part of the Western 
Pacific Railroad Company, before the 
Legislature, to strive for an entrance 
to San Francisco by securing- a long 
lease of land on the water front of that 
place. Last year, such an attempt was 
made. The bill passed the Senate but 
was killed in the Assembly. The com- 
pany has right of way and ferry land- 
ing- in Oakland but it is desired to sup- 
plement these by terminal ground on 


positing In the County Treasury of the other side of the bay. 
funds which are distributed as a part 
of an estate when the place of busi- 
ness of the distributee is unknown or 
when the .distributee is a minor with- 
out lawful guardian to accept the same 
money. The amount is to be paid out 
of the treasury only on order of the 
court. 


RECORDER GRIM'S CABINETS. 
A third bill has been suggested by the 


.filling up of the drawers and cabinets 
of the Recorder's office in Oakland 
with plans, specifications and contracts 
for the erection of buildings which have 
long been completed. These documents 
are filed as a safeguard to contractor 
as well as to customer while improve- 
ments are being made or while houses 
are In course of erection. 
After the 


completion of work, they serve no pur- 
pose by-remaining on file. On the con- 
trary they occupy space which other- 
wise might be utilized for new instru- 
ments. The Mattos bill empowers the 
Bee-order to destroy such contracts as 
have served their purpose. 


SIMPSON'S WORK FOR ALAMEDA. 


Senator 
Simpson 
has 
introduced 


several, bills which are intended to en- 
able Alameda to take some steps to 
-increase the effectiveness of her public 
•service. 
One of these authorizes her 


to supply herself with r. paid Fire De- 
partment. Another permits her to sup- 
ply electric Ugh; and power from out- 
'side sources for increasing the effec- 


< tiveness of her municipal electric light- 


ing plant. 
Still another makes it the 


duty of the City Attorney to prosecute 
•cases for the abatement of nuisances. 


.. Under existing laws, that duty now de- 
. volves solely upon the District Attor- 


ney. 


OFFICES RUN ON WIND. 


For two years past the brigade and 


division headquarters of the National 
Guard in this State have been rim on 
wind. No appropriation was made for 
them at the last session of the .Legis-. 
.lature for this reason, two bills had 


., been introduced legislating both 
de- 


-partments out of existence. The bills 
however, were vetoed, leaving- the de- 
partments intact. 
The usual expense 


was, therefore, incurred during the 
past two years amounting to something 
over S6000. Senator Simpson has in- 
troduced a bill to make good the deficit. 


CLAREMONT COUNTRY CLUB. 


-The only bill introduced by Senator 
Lukens was one in the interest of the 
Country Club at Claremont immediate- 
ly outside of Oakland, which enables 
that club to acquire more property than 
is usually permitted to social organiza- 
tions; Later Senator Lukens 


The man who represented the West- 


ern Pacific Railroad Company 'here 
last session was H. H. Griffiths, and 
that man is here now. He Is on the 
floor of both houses each day and while 
he admits that he has the same busi- 
ness connections that he had two years 
ago, he declares that his presence here 
has nothing: to do with the Western 
Pacific's attempt to cross the bay.
